KENT OR LONDON? 


Steve says:- “As | was brought up in the area, | am aware that when Bromley and 
Chislehurst were annexed by Greater London in 1965, without any democratic 
mandate, many of our people were unhappy but now this is also hitting us in our 
pockets, as the Greater London Authority’s Council Tax element is rising by 
13.35%, but if we were still in Kent, the increase would be only 4.75%”.

We propose to campaign for a 
referendum on whether our people would prefer to be administered by Kent County 
Council rather than by the London Assembly, as part of our policy of maintaining our 
traditional English Counties.
